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St. Vincent shelter 
would gain from 
pending legislation

SAN DIEGO — The new St. Vincent De Paul Shelter 
and Day Care Center will meet half its annual $1 million 
dollar operating budget if the California Legislature 
passes the Homeless Relief Act, said Father Joseph 
Carroll, SVDP Center president. 


Assembly Bill 2839 provides for about $30 million to be 
distributed annually for three years to homeless service 
centers throughout the state. 


THESE FUNDS might also be allocated to other 
diocesan facilities: Rachel’s Women’s Center, San Diego; 
Good Samaritan Shelter, Oceanside; Guadalupe Shelter, 
Calexico; and the House of Hope, El Centro, said Father 
Douglas Regin, Catholic Community Services executive 
director. 


Additional ‘funds for Rachel’s Women’s Center 
‘‘would allow us to continue services with less dependence 
on private fund-raising and expand services such as 
medical screening and job development,’’ said Sister 
RayMonda DuVall, director. 


THERE ARE only 400 beds in San Diego shelters for 
between 2,000 and 5,000 homeless people, said 
Democratic Assemblyman Pete Chacon who introduced 
the bill in Sacramento in February. 


Shelters for the homeless are located within Chacon’s 
79th district. One night he said he saw 20 people sleeping 
outside the St. Vincent De Paul Thrift Store. 


He attributes homelessness to the ‘‘lack of affordable 


housing’? and insufficient basic government services 


provided by the Reagan administration. 


SAN DIEGO’S homeless people include unemployed 
workers, mothers with children, high school dropouts and 
mental health patients, according to a 1984 report of the 
Mayor’s Task Force on the Downtown Homeless. 


The bill would establish the Office of Homeless Ser- 
vices in the Department of Housing and Community 
Development, thus coordinating functions now per- 
formed by 12 offices at the state capitol, Father Regin 
explained.

Father Leo Lanphier, UHS teacher, dies of cancer 


SAN DIEGO — Jesuit Father Leo 
Lanphier died of cancer July 27 at 
Nazareth House at age 73. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher was the 
principal celebrant at the Mass of the 
Resurrection for Father Lanphier at St. 
Joseph Cathedral July 30. Over 30 
priests concelebrated. 


FATHER LANPHIER had lived at 
the cathedral rectory before admitting 
himself to Nazareth House last March. 


Brian Bouterie, a former student of 
the priest who visited him frequently 
during his illness, described a 
““miracle’’ he witnessed the day before 
Father Lanphier’s death. 


Father David Tassi, a University 
High School religion instructor, offered 


to celebrate Mass in his friend’s room. 
Although Father Lanphier could not 
move, he wanted to assist at the liturgy, 
Bouterie said. 


“WHEN HE saw the crucifix, 
Missal, chalice and hosts on his tray 
holder, he sat up on the side of his bed 
and celebrated Mass himself,’’ reading 
all the Mass prayers, Bouterie said. 
Father Tassi assisted. 


Several relatives and friends were 
present for this liturgy, Bouterie said, 
including two sisters of the priest: Holy 
Name Sister Ann Jean Lanphier of 
Spokane, Wash., and Josita Lanphier, a 
former Precious Blood Sister. 


Father Lanphier was ordained in 
1945 and celebrated the 40th 


anniversary of his priesthood last 
summer. 


HE TAUGHT at Uni High 24 years, 
retiring early this year, said Kathy 
Kearney, assistant director of develop- 
ment and alumni. He taught theology, 
philosophy, ethics, English, Latin, 
theater and speech. 

He organized the Jesters in 1957, 
Bouterie said, who is now alumni 
representative to this play- and musical- 
producing group. The priest was also 
moderator of the school’s International 
Thesbian Society. 


““He was my other father,’’ Bouterie.

CRS ACTIVITY AT PEAK — Response to 

the drought in Ethiopia and other parts of 
Africa brought Catholic 
activity to its highest level in history last year, 
according to the 1985 annual report released 
July 23. It reported total income of $499 
million, and disbursements totaling $471 
million. The 1984 figures were, respectively, 
$437 million and $407 million. The difference 
between receipts and expenditures in the two 
years led toa large buildup of CRS’s general 
fund balances, reaching $90 million at the end 
of 1985. Of the $499 million received in 1985, 
about half, or $248 million, came in the form 
of food aid from the U.S. Food for Peace 
program, up from $230 million in 1984. In 
addition the U.S. government provided $85 
million in reimbursement for the cost of ocean 
freight and $44 million in grants. The 1985 
contribution by the bishops was $9,618,000, 
up only marginally over 1984. 


PRAYER DAY FOR PEACE — The 
departing Iranian ambassador to the Holy See 
said a representative of the Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini will be among the religious leaders 
attending a day of prayer for peace this 
October. ‘‘We have accepted the invitation”’ 
of Pope John Paul II, said Ambassador Sayyed 
Hadi Khosrowshahi, ‘‘even if no one will be 
permitted to make a speech or transmit his 
own message of peace.’’ Sheik Salman 
Ghaffari, the new Iranian ambassador to the 
Vatican, will attend the October meeting, 
Khosrowshahi said. The October gathering of 
world religious leaders to pray for peace was 
announced Jan. 25 by Pope John Paul. Assisi 
is the birthplace of St. Francis of Assisi. 


GUERRILLAS RELEASE NUNS — Two 
U.S. nuns held by Sudanese guerrillas were 
released July 24 and walked almost ‘26 miles 
back to their mission. Maryknoll Sister Nancy 


Lyons, 49; and Medical Mission Sister Sean 


Underwood, 44, were distributing food July 20 
when they were caught in a cross fire between 
the Sudanese army and guerrillas of the 
Sudanese People’s Liberation Army. 
According to the U.S. Embassy in Nairobi, 
the two were held outside Juba, a town in 
southern Sudan. 


ANTI-SMUT EFFORT LAUNCHED — 
An interfaith campaign against pornography 
was launched July 25 by a group of U.S. 
religious leaders who said the U.S. attorney 
general’s recent report on the issue prompted 
their effort. The group of more than 24 clerics, 
which met in the residence of Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York, said it proposes to 
recruit religious leaders nationwide to fight 
“hard-core and child pornography.’’ In a 
post-meeting statement, the clerics credited 
the recently released report of the Attorney 
General’s Commission on Pornography with 
spurring their New York conference. The 
statement was read by Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago at a press conference on 
the steps of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 


‘BRING RELIEF’ TO CUBANS — 
Miami’s archbishop, auxiliary bishops and the 
head of Catholic Community Services asked 
President Reagan ‘‘to bring relief’’ to Cubans, 
Nicaraguans and Haitians who seek haven in 
the United States. Reagan visited Miami July 
23. In their letter, which welcomed Reagan to 
the city, the Miami Catholic leaders urged the 
president’s support for legislation to aid 
refugee groups, saying, ‘‘It is in your power to 
do much to relieve these human sufferings, 
often by the stroke of a pen. As you hear the 
cheers of so many loyal Cuban-Americans 
today, we ask you and them to remember that 
if current U.S. refugee policies and practices 
were in effect 25 years ago, few if any of them 
would be here to cheer you today.’’ The letter 
was signed by Archbishop Edward A. 
McCarthy; Bishops Agustin Roman and 
Norbert L. Dorsey; and Msgr. Bryan O. 
Walsh, president of Catholic Community 
Services. 


EXILED BISHOP DENIES CHARGES — 
Exiled Nicaraguan Bishop Pablo Antonio 
Vega has denied Sandinista accusations that 
he asked the U.S. government to provide arms 
and money to Nicaraguan guerrillas. ‘‘The 
exact opposite is true,’’ he said at a July 25 
news conference in Milan, Italy. The bishop 
also defended his meetings with the guerrillas, 
called ‘‘contras,’’ as part of an effort to bring 
peace to the country. The Nicaraguan 
government expelled Bishop Vega July 4, 
accusing him of violating the law by 
supporting the guerrillas. ‘‘Yes, I have had 
meetings with the ‘contras,’ just as I had

meetings with the Sandinistas during the 
Somoza regime. I’ve had meetings with Fidel 
Castro. Why shouldn’t I have them with the 
right?’’? he said. The Sandinistas came to 
power in 1979 after leading a guerrilla war 
against the government of Anastasio Somoza. 


PRIEST SENTENCED TO PRISON — 
Father Ronald Fontenot, a suspended priest of 
the Diocese of Lafayette, La., was sentenced 
July 17 to one year in the Spokane County jail, 
Spokane Wash.., for sexually molesting several 
boys while serving as a counselor at a drug 
treatment program. Superior Court Judge 
Thomas Merryman also sentenced the priest 
to undergo two years of inpatient treatment at 
a facility run by the Servants of the Paraclete 
religious order in Jemez Springs, N.M. Father 
Fontenot, who pleaded guilty June 9 to five 
charges involving sexual activity with minors, 
will undergo the treatment following his jail 
term, according to the judge’s decision. After 
the two-year treatment, Father Fontenot will 
be on probation for three years. 


EX-PRIEST RENOUNCES MEDAL — A 
former Catholic priest who in 1968 was 
awarded the Medal of Honor for valor under 
fire in Vietnam has renounced the: medal to 
protest U.S. policies in Central America. At a 
news conference in the Capitol, Charles Liteky 
said it was ‘‘ironic’’ that ‘‘conscience calls me 
to renounce the congressional Medal of Honor 
for the same basic reason I received it — trying 
to save lives.’’ Also speaking were Auxiliary 
Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit and 
other religious leaders opposed to U.S. aid to 
Nicaraguan rebels fighting that country’s 
Sandinista government. In Central America 
“‘the art of diplomacy has given way to the 
artless use of brute force,’’ said Liteky, 
believed to be the only recipient of the nation’s 
highest military honor to relinquish it. 


RETAIN NATIVE AMERICAN 
CULTURE — Native Americans need to 


know that they can be Catholic without . 


abandoning their own culture, said Bishop 
Donald Pelotte, who recently became the first 
Native American bishop in the U.S. Catholic 
Church. ‘‘The major need of the people is to 
know that it is possible to be Catholic, 
Christian and a good Native American,’’ he 
said. ‘‘For so long, they’ve been told that their 
customs and traditions are pagan and foreign, 
and could not be integrated into their life as 
Christians.’’ Bishop Pelotte, 41, a former 
provincial superior of the Congregation of the 
Blessed Sacrament, was ordained May 6 as

SAN DIEGO — The bridge of reconciliation between 
the Lutheran and Roman Catholic churches is closer to 
completion than most people realize, according to the 
Reverend Jack E. Lindquist, a Lutheran minister and 
faculty member at the University of San Diego. 


“The war is over (between the two churches),’’ said 
Rev. Lindquist. ‘‘Only the peace agreements need to be 
signed.’’ ‘ 

REV. LINDQUIST, assistant professor of religious 
studies at USD and instructor with the Diocesan 
Permanent Diaconate Program, spoke at the July 23 
luncheon of the Serra Club, a Catholic organization 
devoted to the fostering of religious vocations. 


In his address entitled, ‘‘Lutheran — Roman Catholic _ 


Relations: Where Are We Now?”’ Rey. Lindquist gave a 
synopsis of the Protestant Reformation, its causes, and 
relations between Lutherans and Catholics since then. 


The two churches ‘“‘originally never intended to be 
separate,’’ said Rev. Lindquist. The early Lutheran 
Church ‘“‘sought to be a Gospel-centered renewal 
movement within the Catholic Church. Neither side 
wanted this (break-up).”’ 


BORN IN 1486, Martin Luther gave up a law career 
at age 22 to become an Augustinian monk. He received a 
doctorate in Sacred Scripture in 1512 and served as a 
pastor and university professor. 


What began Luther’s questioning of heirarchical 
authority was the selling of ‘‘purgatorial indulgences,’’ or 
letters of pardon from sins, by a Dominican named John 
Tetzel, said Rev. Lindquist. 


Luther protested the letters of pardon to Pope Leo X, 
but the pope sided with the Dominican. This incident led 
Luther to question other facets of church teaching 
authority. In 1518 he called for an ecumenical council to 
reform the church and asserted that ‘‘the pope is not 
infallible unless he is faithful to Scriptures.”’ 


LUTHER’S ACTIONS eventually led to his 
excommunication by Pope Leo X in 1520. As a symbolic 
gesture Luther publicly burned his excommunication 
papers along with the code of canon law. 


In the 10 years after his excommunication Luther 
translated the Mass and the entire Bible into German and 
married an ex-Carmelite nun. In 1548 Luther, who was 
called everything from a theological genius to an arch- 
heretic, died. 


Ever since Luther’s excommunication Catholics and 
Lutherans have been at odds, said Rey. Lindquist, citing 
the Thirty Years War. Only recently have the two 
churches found that their differences are small. ‘“They’ve

discovered previously undreamed of areas’’ of agreement, 
he said. 


THE SECOND Vatican Council was the major 
catalyst of reconciliation efforts, said Rev. Lindquist. 
Some of the changes implemented by Vatican II were 
requests made over 400 years earlier by Luther: The 
description of the church as “‘the people of God,’ the 
affirmation of the need for continued renewal of the 
church in its historical existence, the use of the vernacular 
in the liturgy, Communion under both species and the 
renewal of the theology and celebration of the Eucharist. 


In 1983 the seventh volume of official Lutheran — 
Roman Catholic dialogue resolved some fundamental 
disagreements concerning the justification of the sinner 
through faith (the central point of Luther’s theological 
thinking), said Rev. Lindquist. 


“Our agreements are the best-kept secrets of the 
modern world,’’ he said. 


THE TWO churches are presently engaging in an 
eighth dialogue focusing on ‘‘mariology,’’ the study of 
Mary. 

Another ‘‘highly significant’? move Pope John Paul II 
made in 1983 was to join with the Lutheran Church in 
marking the 500th anniversary of Martin Luther’s birth 
and declaring the year an occasion for dialogue. ‘‘It was 
something beyond expectations,’’ said Rev. Lindquist. 


Much of what remains to reunite the two churches, said 
Rev. Lindquist, is up to the grassroots Christian 
communities. “‘We have to ask ourselves the question: 
Where are we now? It’s very much up to us. . . If we’re 
not open to. . . what the Holy Spirit leads us to do, we 
are not going to be anywhere, no matter what the 
theologians and bishops say. 


“IF WE are open. . . the Spirit will lead us to fill the 
break of the 16th century,’’ continued Rev. Lindquist. 
“He is big enough to reunite the Lutherans and Roman 
Catholics and I hasten the day.”’

Pope John Paul II had intended to issue 
his encyclical on human work in mid- 
May, 1981, on the 90th anniversary of 
Pope Leo XIII’s Rerum Novarum. But the 
attempt on the Holy Father’s life in St. 
Peter’s Square delayed release of the 
document until September. 


Five more years have passed since 
Laborem Exercens, and the letter remains 
largely unknown and undiscussed even in 
Catholic circles. 


SOME OF Pope John Paul II’s 
defenders on matters of internal church 
discipline continue to ignore his frequent 
statements on social justice and human 
rights, whether in formal encyclical letters 
or in his many addresses around the 
world.

What the pope has to say about internal 
church matters doesn’t affect them 
directly, and certainly doesn’t require of 
them any measure of sacrifice.

The national and 
international news comes from the wire 
service of National Catholic News in 
Washington, D.C. Primarily because of 
restrictions of space, we choose which 
items to publish. Once again, these items 
are not a matter of opinion, they concern 
what is actually going on. 


WE HAVE heard from readers who 
think the paper is either too conservative 
or too liberal. This judgment is relative to 
the opinion of the individual reader, of 
course, and is not too meaningful. 
Whether someone is to the left or to the 
right of you naturally depends on where 
you are. 


To my knowledge, Southern Cross does 
not have an ideological position of this 
nature. We are dedicated to the 


number of times they had to forgive their 
enemies. 


He warned against judging others (a 
favorite human pastime), and_ seeking 
positions of prominence and power (an 
all-consuming human quest). 


He attacked self-righteousness and 
presumption. No one should set himself 
or herself above others, as the proud 
Pharisee had, or the elder brother who 
resented his father’s benevolent reaction 
to the prodigal son’s return, or the 
discontented laborers in the vineyard. 


HE SHOCKED the ‘‘good religious 
people”’ of his day by pointing out that 
the Sabbath is made for men and women, 
not vice versa, and in defending his 
disciples when they neglected to perform 
the ritual hand-washing. 


But few aspects of his teaching were 
more challenging, and therefore more 
threatening, than what he had to say 
about riches. 


When asked by the rich young man 
how he could attain perfection, the Lord 
urged him to sell all that he had, give the 
money to the poor, and then follow him. 

WHEN THE young man walked 
away, Jesus said that it would be harder 
for a rich person to enter the Kingdom of 
God than for a camel to pass through the 
eye of a needle. 


Those aren’t very good odds, even 


evangelization of our people and’ we 
follow the teachings of the popes and 
bishops. Which is to say, we are Catholic. 
We try to stay in the center of Catholic 
opinion precisely so that we can 
appreciate thoughts coming from all 
quarters. 


An atmosphere of intolerance has 
developed among some Catholics over 
recent years. I find this intolerance both 
regretful and unintelligent. From time to 
time, I see this intolerance in someone 
who cancels his or her subscription. 
Sometimes the cancellation notice is 
actually saying ‘‘Leave me alone. I don’t 
want to think.’’ Sometimes it says ‘‘I 
don’t like part of the message, so I’m 
killing the messenger.’’ In the second 
case, the anger is misdirected. We don’t 
make the news, we only report it. 


I READ several newspapers (with 
which I rarely agree.) I read them because 
I want to know the news, and also because 
I am eager to have knowledge of other 
people’s opinions. I would never cancel a 
subscription because I disagreed with a 
columnist or disliked a news item. I would 
write a stormy letter to the editor. He can 
mull it over while he scrubs his venetian 
blinds.

though Jesus reassured his disciples that, 
“‘With God all things are possible (Mark 
10:25):2 

At New York’s Yankee Stadium in 
October 1979, Pope John Paul II used the 
parable of Lazarus and the rich man to 
make the point that nations, too, are 
bound by the Lord’s injunction about 
riches. 


“WE CANNOT stand idly by, 
enjoying our own riches and freedom, if, 
in any place, the Lazarus of the 20th 
century stands at our doors. . . Riches 
and freedom create a special obligation.’’ 


These are the sorts of moral teachings 
which make demands upon us all: young 
and old, married and unmarried, lay and 
Religious, liberal and conservative. 


Significantly, no theologian is 
dissenting from any of these teachings, 
and they go to the heart of Christian 
discipleship. 

THE PROBLEM is that many of us 
don’t abide by these teachings in our 
everyday lives. We deny in practice what 
we claim to accept in theory. 


That’s far more serious than differing 
over theories that have little practical 
consequence for most of us.

Renegotiating adult sibling friendships 


“‘T wish my brother and I could be 
friends,’’ said a 30-year-old mother of 
three. ‘‘But he can’t forget that I was a 
bossy older sister when we were kids. It 
colors every conversation. I know I was 
but I’m not anymore. Why can’t he see 
me as the adult I am instead of the kid I 
was?” 

It’s a familiar plaint. We don’t allow 
our siblings to grow into adults because 
we’re so involved in remembering them 
as children. Old memories of power 
struggles, rivalry for parents’ approval 
and childish behaviors taint a close 
relationship with our grown siblings. 


WE ASK our children, ‘‘Why don’t 
you grow up?’’ But we don’t apply the 
same question to ourselves in dealing with 
grown brothers and sisters. 


_ Many siblings carry childhood grudges 
into adult life and die without ever 
knowing their siblings on an adult level 
while others establish a close relationship 
that is supportive and enduring. 

What makes the difference? Close adult 
siblings are able to separate the past from 
the present. They live out the philosophy 
of ‘‘that was then; this is now.’’ They

renegotiate their relationship on an adult 
level. They put away the resentments of 
childhood and focus on who this sibling 
has come to be. 


WHAT ARE these resentments? Most 
familiar include parental remarks like, 
‘‘Why can’t you be like your brother?” A 
child who lives with this question soon 
learns to resent his brother. 


And the brother is both innocent and 
helpless. He doesn’t want to be held up as 
a paragon of virtue because he realizes the 
resentment it engenders in his siblings, 
but he can’t do anything about it. It’s his 
parents’ doing. Years later, some siblings 
refuse to understand and forgive their 
brothers and sisters for their parents’ 
behavior. 


Another common situation is the bossy 
older sister or brother. They’re also in a 
no-win situation. Parents hand 
responsibility to them to care for younger 
siblings so they’re forced to discipline, to 
give orders, and to tattle if children 
misbehave. 


SOME ADULTS never allow their 
older siblings to forget this role. They 
resent the simple fact that their brother or 
sister is older (therefore more powerful) 
than they. They walk into a family 
reunion with a chip on their shoulder that 
shouts wordlessly, ‘‘You’re not going to 
tell me anything. ”’ 


Reversing this situation, some grown 
siblings can’t forgive the youngest for 
being spoiled, helpless or cute. Again, it’s 
not the youngest’s fault for being treated 
this way by the family. Indeed, many 
youngest spend their whole lives trying to 
prove competency to older siblings. 


When we mature, we need to exorcise 
these resentments of childhood and work 
toward appreciating our grown siblings 
for what they are as adults, not what they 
were as children. We want our own

You most often see ‘‘Bushwhack 
Journalism’’ practiced on President 
Ronald Reagan. It goes like this: 


He’s getting into the Marine helicopter 
on the south lawn of the White House on 
his way to an out-of-town appearance. 
The questions come fast and furious from 
reporters who are there with 
photographers and cameramen to get 
pictures for the evening news and 
morning newspapers. 


THE TRIP is old news, so in search of 
a headline the president will hear: 


‘‘What do you really think of Lee 
Iacocca?”’

‘‘How many troops do you think the 
Russians have in Cuba?”’ 


‘SARE YOU embarrassed by your son 
Ron doing commercials for a credit 
card?”’ 


Whatever reply is made, its bound to 
make headlines because these are the kind 
of ‘‘explosive’? questions which just 
wouldn’t get any attention if officially 
submitted. 


But when a reporter gets that close to a 
public figure, he or she, just can’t resist 
sneaking in a fast-ball. 


USUALLY, CHURCH leaders like 
bishops, cardinals and the pope, don’t 
often find themselves ‘‘journalistically 
bushwhacked’’ because the opportunity 
just doesn’t arrive very often. 


With Pope John Paul II, however, who 
has made 30 trips outside Italy since he 
became universal pastor (the title he likes 
to use for himself), the chance does come 
in the airplane. A magnificent press-the- 
flesh type personality, the pope has often 
gone back to the journalists’ quarters in 
his airplane to mingle, joke and answer 


off-the-cuff questions. 


While I normally deplore 
‘“‘bushwhackers’’ when they attack 
victims of tragedy or parents who have 
lost a child or a loved one, I am more 
tolerant when the object is a public figure. 
Most public figures are well equipped to 
snap a “‘no comment”’ or field a “next 
question’’ response. The president has a 
habit of smiling, shaking his head and 
saying nothing. 


THE POPE, on the other hand, 
doesn’t get ‘‘bushwhacked”’ that often so 
reporters ask questions that would have 
never made it at a press conference in the 
hopes that he may ‘“‘spill the beans,’’ and 
give them a new headline to offer to their 
editors. : 


That seemed to be happening on the 
airplane to Colombia when the pope 
invited the reporters to a question and 
answer session in mid-Atlantic. 


Just the day before the texts of some 
letters between the Vatican and the 
Church of England on the subject of 
ordination of women to the priesthood 
were released. Although the letters were 
dated December 1984, November 1985 
and June 1986, they were important news 
because they restated, firmly, the 
differences in views about women’s 
ordination held by the two churches. 


SOME ANGLICAN churches have 
ordained women.

But it takes courage to risk and it’s 
sometimes easier to nurse old resentments 
than build new relationships. The choice 
— along with the losses and rewards — is 
ours.

*“THIS IS an affirmation of your faith and your 
dedication to the sacredness of marriage and family 
life,’ Bishop Nevins said. 

Marriage Encounter is a weekend retreat teaching 
couples a new approach to communicating with each 
other. Movement officials say about 2 million couples 
have participated in the weekends throughout the 
world. 


Auxiliary Bishop Francis J. Dunn of Dubuque, 
Iowa, the group’s U.S. episcopal moderator, told the 
crowd he was there for the same reason they were — 
“‘to bring back the magic’’ of the Marriage Encounter 
weekend. 


BISHOP DUNN added a wish that the convention 


would renew participants’ faith ‘‘in yourself and in 
your spouse and in your God.”’

The priest counseled children to be creative in 
promoting loving relations between their parents. 

‘Some parents say they’ll pray before disciplining 
their kids, but I think you’ll come out better if they 
make love instead,’’ Father Gallagher told the 
children. ; 


PRIESTS WERE advised by Father Gallagher to 
““get a couple to be your spiritual director’’ and ‘‘make 
every apostolate in the church couple-centered.”’ 

Archbishop Pio Laghi, apostolic pronuncio to the 


United States, read a four-page letter from Pope John 
Paul II to the convention. 


The pope praised Marriage Encounter for all it has 
done “‘to inspire married couples with a true Christian 
vision of their vocation to marriage and family life.’’ 


THE POPE said it was important to recall that the 
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vocation of married couples ‘‘must give concrete 
expression to the demands of the truth in daily life.”’ 


For the first time in the history of the annual 
convention, children attended. Activities for children 
included games, a magic show and a Christian rock 
concert. 


Like other conventions, the Marriage Encounter 
gathering was full of fun. Nearly 60 New Yorkers wore 
Statue of Liberty crowns to all the activities. Not to be 
outdone, several dozen New Jersey participants 
attached styrofoam tomatoes to wire headbands in 
honor of the Garden State. 


BUT THE high spirits did not hide the fact that the 
convention had a serious purpose and that, for some, 
the price of attending was high. Distance didn’t keep 
Gab and Suzy Mahelone of Honolulu, Hawaii, from 
attending, even though they spent 17 hours in flight to 
do so. Joe and Becky Doring of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
made the trip with 17 of their 19 children. 


More than 70 priests also attended the weekend. 
Maryknoll Father Frank Diffley of Honolulu said that 
aside from his ordination; ‘‘Marriage Encounter has 
had the deepest effect on my life as a priest. It got my 
faith, my thinking and my spirituality on the other side 
of the altar. It showed me what lived religion is.”’ 
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In San Diego County, the plan would be formulated by 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
board. Its members represent local charitable agencies 
that are part of national groups such as CCS, the Sal- 
vation Army and the American Red Cross, said Father 
Regin, one of the board’s 14 members. 


CCS disburses funds allocated to the FEMA board for 
emergency food and shelter, he added. 


CHACON IS optimistic about the bill’s passage. The 
legislators are impressed with the working relationship 
between private agencies and San Diego County, he said. 


The Assembly approved AB 2839 with a 49-25 vote, 
and the Senate Housing and Urban Affairs Committee 
passed it 4-1 in July, he said. 

After Father Carroll testified before this committee, 
Senator Daniel Boatwright told the priest he should be the 
state director (of the Office of Homeless Services). Father 
Carroll also testified before the Assembly Human 
Services Committee. 


FATHER REGIN said he lobbied in some of the 


legislators’ offices. 


The next hurdle for the Homeless Relief Act will be in 
the Senate Appropriations Committee Aug. 11. Father 
Carroll will champion the bill before this group. If 
approved in this committee, the bill will be voted on by 
the Senate and sent to Gov. George Deukmejian, Chacon 
said. 


‘“*The governor has not taken an official position on the 
bill,’’ he added, predicting that the Republicans, who 
comprise a minority in the Assembly and Senate, would 
not override a veto.

SAN DIEGO — A sshelter for runaway and 
“‘throwaway’’ youth is looking for a new home. 


The Storefront opened last October at 345 16th St., 
adjacent to the San Diego Catholic Worker kitchen. This 
location led to problems between the transients and teen- 
agers, shelter workers said. 


WHEN THE two-story facility closed July 23 at 10 
p.m., its six residents either went home or were placed in 
other local shelters — the Bridge in North Park and 
Gatehouse in El Cajon, said Dave Logan, Storefront 
> ag supervisor and volunteer coordinator at Bridge. Bridge 

and Gatehouse can accommodate a total of 26 youth. 


Meanwhile, the search is on for Storefront’s new 
location in downtown San Diego, said Vicky Richardson, 
Catholic Commuity Services director of volunteer 
services. ‘‘We have funds for leasing and renovation,”’ 
but not for staffing, she said. 


Richardson said she is coordinating a celebrity T-shirt

*‘THE BIG problem is where the money will come 
from.’’ Chacon said it should be taken from the $1 billion 
general surplus fund. “‘All taxpayers should be con- 
cerned,”’ he said. ‘‘We are our brothers’ keeper.”’ 


The legislator said his Catholic upbringing motivates 
his interest in the bill. He recalled a homily on the Good 
Samaritan he heard recently. ‘‘Praying . . . and being 
compassionate for someone is not enough.

SAN DIEGO — As public awareness and concern of 
the AIDS epidemic grows, and as more families are

Members of the chaplaincy task force met July 29 at the 
San Diego AIDS Project headquarters for a training 
program on ministering to AIDS patients. Approximately 
20 pastors and lay ministers attended the program 
conducted by Ona Yufe, volunteer director, and Terry 
Cunningham, educational outreach coordinator, of the 
San Diego AIDS Project. 

The religious leaders first watched videotapes 
explaining basic information about AIDS. The tapes, 
produced by the American Red Cross, stressed that AIDS 
can afflict any human being. 

AIDS, ACQUIRED Immune Deficiency Syndrome, is 
caused by a human T-cell lymphotropic virus (HIV) 


which attacks the lymphocite cell responsible for fighting 


off viruses in the body’s immune system. Lymphocites 
are prevalent in blood and semen. 


victims are vulnerable to many severe, often fatal, 
“opportunistic”? infections and malignancies. The two 
common opportunistic diseases seen in 
“full-blown’’ AIDS include a rare form of cancer called 
Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS) and a protozoan infection of the 
lungs known as Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia (PCP). 


Because the disease is prevalent in the gay community, 
some fundamentalist religious groups have labeled the 
disease a punishment from God on the gay lifestyle. 
However, homosexuals are not the only group to suffer 
from AIDS. Intravenous drug users who share used 
syringes also make up a significant proportion of AIDS 
patients. 

ACCORDING TO Cunningham, 50 million Africans 
.are infected by the AIDS virus and 10 percent of Uganda 

| has AIDS. ‘‘It’s going to be an incredible catastrophe in 
the next few years,’’ he predicted.

There are presently 22,635 reported cases of AIDS in 
the United States, said Cunningham. Of these 12,432 
have died. ‘‘We expect a doubling in AIDS cases every 
year,’’ he said. While the number of AIDS cases 
involving gay and bisexual men is leveling off, researchers 
are seeing the number of cases among heterosexuals and 
intravenous drug users grow. 


Cunningham said that teen-agers are a critical target 
for AIDS education and prevention because they tend to 
experiment with drugs and sex. 


WHILE IMMUNOLOGISTS and other AIDS 
researchers are working on a vaccine to combat the 
disease, Cunningham said there is no cure in sight. ‘“The 
AIDS virus in New York is significantly different than the 
one in Los Angeles,’’ he said. ““There’s just an incredible 
mutation (of the virus).”’ 


There are many complexities in ministering to persons 
with AIDS and their families, the religious leaders were 
told. Depersonalizing those suffering with AIDS by 
remarks such as ‘‘the AIDS victim in room 208”’ should 
be overcome. Many AIDS patients do not like to be 
referred to as AIDS victims.

disease reaches epidemic proportions, local 
churches are becoming involved in ministry to AIDS 
patients. 


As with anyone suffering from a terminal illness, 
chaplains should recognize the five basic stages of dying: 
denial, anger, bargaining, depression and acceptance. 
Helping the patient continue the will to live is just as 
important as helping him cope with his impending death. 

SOME FAMILIES of AIDS patients are often dealt a 
double blow to learn for the first time a son with AIDS is 
also gay. Ministers are often the ones who have to inform 
the family, the group was told. There is also the need to 
help a gay partner cope with the loss of his loved one. 


Cunningham said it is important for each visit to end 
“with a sense of closure’? because it may be the last. 
Expecting the patient to be there next time and having 
him die will lead to burnout. In addition, ministers need 
to make time for themselves between the deaths of AIDS 
patients. 


After the workshop, the task force members discussed 
holding a second session focusing on how various 
churches feel about sexual orientation and the issue of 
homophobia, the fear of homosexuals. 


CUNNINGHAM PRAISED the religious leaders for 
their efforts to “‘help fight the fear (of AIDS) with facts.’’

SUCH PERSONS, he says are ‘‘eager for pastoral and

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you have AIDS you’re dead.”’ 


When a person is diagnosed with AIDS he or she loses 
pride because of the stigma attached to the disease, John 
said. Spiritual leaders have the responsibility of not only 
preparing persons with AIDS for death, but more 
importantly encouraging them to live. ‘“They can’t just 
lay there and die,’’ said John. ‘‘They’ve got to feel 
needed.”’ 


ACCORDING TO John, his life has become more 
meaningful since contracting AIDS. ‘‘Your sense of 
values changes,”’ he said. ‘“Today I do stop and smell the 
roses and live every minute as if it was my last.’’ 


The fact that he could die any day makes it difficult to 
look into the future. “‘I feel like I’ve been sitting in an 
electric chair waiting for the executioner to pull the 
switch.’’ What has kept him going, he said, is his new- 
found hobby, painting, which he describes as a diversion 
that releases many emotions. 


In addition to stressing living, John told the religious 
leaders they should be non-judgmental when ministering 


to AIDS patients and not attempt to proselytize in order

to ‘‘save’’ them. 


‘“‘WHEN I was in the hospital the nurses tried to 
convert me to their church,”’ said John, who was raised 
Catholic. ‘“‘At that point in time it was not what I 
needed. ’’ 


Like many AIDS patients, John is gay. But he said it is 
a falsehood to say that AIDS is a disease of homosexuals. 
“It’s not a gay disease,’’ he said. ‘““There is not one 
person in this world that is immune from it. 


“Around the world it’s basically a heterosexual 
disease,’’ he said. It hit the homosexual community in 
this country “‘by chance.” 


John also told the ministers they should be available 
“‘just to sit down and talk.’’ Sometimes this requires 
patience because each AIDS patient is not open to 
discussing the illness at a given time. And like any other 
person facing death, AIDS patients need comforting. 
“Don’t be afraid to touch us,’’ said John. ‘‘We need 
that.”’

Anointing and Care of the Sick which teaches that 
sickness, ‘‘while it is related to man’s sinful condition, 
cannot be considered a punishment for personal sin.’’ 


Catholics should see persons with AIDS as ‘‘brothers 
and sisters’? who are suffering and in need of Christian 
compassion, says the archbishop. 


“‘Many pastors who are working on a daily basis with 
persons with AIDS see in it a call to a deeper conversion 
and healing,’’ he explains. ‘‘Each day as the numbers of 
dead mount and we come to realize that these are people 
whom we have known and loved, distant and close 
members of our families, the call to an active compassion 
becomes clearer and clearer.’’ 


THE ARCHBISHOP then states unequivocally that 
AIDS is not just a gay disease, it is a human disease. 


In trying to balance compassion with the moral 
teachings of the church concerning homosexual acts, the 


archbishop says that ministers should follow the words of 
Pope John Paul II, who charged the American bishops in 
1983 to ‘‘. . . proclaim without fear or ambiguity the 
many controverted truths of our age’’ while at the same 
time proclaiming them ‘‘with pastoral love, in terms that 
will never unnecessarily offend or alienate his hearers 

Archbishop Quinn points out the sense of devastation 
that some parents feel when they learn their child has 
AIDS, in many cases discovering for the first time that 
their child is gay. Consequently, the archbishop states, 
the church in its ministry ‘‘must consider the dimension 
of parents and families.”’ 

THE ARCHBISHOP announces that he is making 
into an annual event the Forty Hours Devotion, held for 
the first time last year, to seek God’s help in the AIDS 
crisis. The devotion will be held at Most Holy Redeemer 
Church, San Francisco, Aug. 1, 2 and 3.

MARYKNOLL, N.Y. (NC) — As the Maryknoll 


missioners celebrate their 75th anniversary, they are 
approaching the future with a conviction that the church 
and the world still need their apostolate even though their 
apostolate at times must be expressed in new ways. 


Far-reaching changes have already become visible, 
initiated largely but not entirely by the Second Vatican 
Council. Other factors include the passing of the colonial 
era and the day when Third World people gave automatic 
deference to Westerners. 


A SHARP decline in numbers offers especially visible 
signs of change. This year, only four priests are being 
ordained, and the classes of sisters that once numbered 
from 50 to 100 or more now average fewer than 10. But 
Maryknoll leaders say they’re not seriously disturbed. 


“‘Heavens no!’’ says Sister Louise Ahrens, elected 
president of the Maryknoll sisters in 1984. Deploring the 
“‘statistics game,’’ she expressed confidence that ‘‘if we 
are faithful to the vision, there will be people to join 
that.”’ 


As the number of Maryknoll priests, brothers and 
sisters declined, a new program of sending lay associates 
for set terms was inaugurated. Maryknoll also is 
supplemented by associated priests and members of other 
religious orders who want to serve abroad but cannot be 
placed by their own communities. ; 


COUNTING ALL categories, the Maryknoll fathers 
and brothers now have 970 missioners — nine bishops, 
692 priests, 93 brothers, 31 students, 30 priest associates, 
one brother associate and 114 associate lay missioners. 
There are 936 sisters, plus about 25 associates. 


The future profile of a Maryknoll priest will perhaps 
look something like that of Stephen Booth, a native of 
West Virginia who is among this year’s ordination class of 
four. Like his superior general, Father William Boteler, 
who entered in 1965, he is a late vocation. 


“I always thought about the priesthood, and felt an 
urging in junior high and high school,’’ Father Booth 
said. ‘‘But at a retreat house where I went with my dad 
every summer, he and a Jesuit persuaded me I should try 
more of life before giving all that up.”’ 


FATHER BOOTH served as an Army helicopter pilot 
in Korea, got a law degree and practiced law briefly and 
nearly got married. ‘‘Finally a sort of compulsion took 
over, and I contacted Maryknoll,’’ he said. 


The seed had been planted for him long ago, as for 
many, by Maryknoll magazine, a monthly the size of TV 
Guide with stories from the missions for its 1.2 million 
subscribers. He voiced no unease at being one of such a 
small class in a declining society of priest missionaries. 
Like many other Maryknollers, he said he sees a greater 
future for the laity, with priests as their supporters.

Sisters of St. Joseph

ST. LOUIS (NC) — With peace signs and banners, 
1,600 Sisters of St. Joseph marched to the Gateway 
Arch in St. Louis to celebrate their journey from 
France to St. Louis 150 years ago. 


The march was the highlight of a five-day, late June 
meeting of the nuns, who participated in lectures, 
liturgies, art exhibits and other ““homecoming”’ 
events, including a boat ride on the Mississippi River. 
From the boat they released balloons as they passed the 

. order’s motherhouse high above the river where the 
first nuns had arrived. 


REPRESENTING THE more than 13,000 other 
Sisters of St. Joseph, the nuns marched to the Gateway 
Arch to pray and hear speeches. 


“YT didn’t know there were this many nuns 
anywhere,’’ said one passer-by. ‘‘And these are all 
., Sisters of St. Joseph.”’ 


Nuns from Canada and the United States were 
joined by nuns from Argentina, France, Japan, 
Mexico and Peru for the celebration, and speakers 
emphasized the role of the sisters in promoting world 

- peace and justice. 


The first six Sisters of St. Joseph in the United States 
arrived on March 25, 1836, from Lyon, France, with 
few apparent advantages. They were all under 30, 
none could speak English, and one had worn the habit 
only one day. 


TODAY, HOWEVER, there are more than 15,000 
sisters working in some 40 U.S. dioceses, with 25 
congregations in the United States and six in Canada. 


The order’s French roots were established when 
congregations began forming in 1648, helping the 
poor, educating the ignorant, caring for the sick, and 
performing other spiritual and corporal works of 
mercy.

government wanted to get rid of the nuns 
threatening to leave schools and hospitals with no staff 
in the process.

Retired Archbishop Helder Camara of Olinda and 
Recife, Brazil, another speaker at the meeting, told the 
nuns of the importance of inner conversion. Nothing 
can be accomplished for God, in the present or future, 
without union with God, a union possible only through 
conversion, he said. ‘‘Yours is a unity of peace and 
hope,’’ he added. 


Sister Mary Alban Bouchard of Toronto, author of 
‘Peace Is Possible,’ told the nuns they are 
“peacemakers by definition’? because they are called 
to encourage peace and reconciliation. 


SISTER CLARA Yanez of Argentina described _ 
Latin America as ‘‘a burning bush’’ where God can be 
seen and where the nuns are called ‘‘to give one ear to 
God and one to the people.”’ 


Sister Madonna Kolbenschlag, a Sister of Humility 
of Mary, discussed issues of women, politics spiritual- 
ity and liberation. 


“‘Our planet will not be whole until the liberation of 
women is complete,’’ she told the Sisters of St. Joseph. 
“That liberation is like the keystone to the (Gateway) 
Arch.”’ 

Sister Louise Ahrens, president of Maryknoll 
sisters, said “if we are faithful to the vision,” there 
will be people to join the order.

Sister Patricia 
Redmond described her experience: 


“In 1971 we turned over the high school where I was 
working to a Bolivian director, and I took off to the 
jungle. I went to a small village of lowland Indians. 
Eventually there were three of us, and we began by just 
living with them — rather than doing something for them 
— till it became clear what they wanted us to do. The 
women weren’t accustomed to being asked by anyone 
what their needs were.”’ 


Mercy Sisters back 
political ministry 


BALTIMORE (NC) — The Sisters of Mercy of the 
Union, meeting in general chapter, reaffirmed the 
commitment to political ministry which has led to the 
forced departure of three of their members in recent 
years. 


Former Mercy nuns in public office are Arlene Violet, 
Rhode Island attorney general, Elizabeth Morancy, a 
four-term member of the Rhode Island legislature, and 
Agnes Mansour, director of the Michigan Department of 
Social Services. Each was required by the local bishop or 
the Vatican to leave the order as a prerequisite to holding 
or running for public office. 


THE MERCY chapter, the highest policy body of the 
4,000-member order, affirmed at its July 22-27 meeting 
that political ministry was an appropriate expression of 
the mission of the Sisters of Mercy. 


The 69 chapter delegates said provincial leaders should 
seek a dispensation from the relevant church laws when 
they determine that there are compelling reasons for a 
member of the order to seek or hold public office. They 
also said the order’s national leadership should be 
involved in the process of making such decisions. 


On the key internal issue facing the order, the chapter 
gave overwhelming approval to the Core Constitutions 
proposed as the basis for uniting the Sisters of Mercy of 
the Union and 17 other Mercy congregations. 


THE CORE Constitutions document is to be 
submitted to Rome this fall by the Mercy congregations 
which approve it. If all the other congregations accept it 
and Rome approves it, some 8,000 nuns will be united in 
the new congregation under the name Sisters of Mercy in 
the Americas. 


The chapter also approved a resolution expressing 
support for the international leadership of the Sisters of 
Notre Dame de Namur in their recent decision that 
“‘there was not sufficient cause for dismissal’’ of two U.S. 
members on the basis of a 1984 statement they signed on 
abortion. 
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hanges anger Holy Trinity parishioners

EL CAJON — Some 55 members of Holy Trinity 
parish, wanting to preserve what they call their traditional 
Roman Catholic Church, met unofficially July 27 to 
discuss proposed changes at the church. 


The meeting, according to parishioner Bob Celustka, 
was to confirm rumors of changes which would take place 
upon the retirement of the present pastor, Msgr. Patrick 
G. Walsh, September 1. Celustka and four other parish- 
ioners met with Bishop Leo T. Maher July 22 to discuss 
the changes. 


SOME OF the proposed modifications which most of 
those at the meeting objected to included removal of the 
altar rail, moving the tabernacle — in which the 
consecrated host is reserved — from behind the main altar 
to a side altar and lowering the elevation of the main altar. 


After hearing rumors that changes would take place 
upon the arrival of a new pastor, Millie Petrozak said she 
contacted the pastor-to-be, Father Stephen Dunn. ‘‘We 
asked him to confirm’’ the changes, said Petrozak. He 
said the reason for the action would be to ‘‘bring Holy 
Trinity into line with the rest of the church.’’ 


She was told the altar rail posed a barrier between the 
priest and the people. ‘“‘I can’t comprehend that 
reasoning,’ Petrozak said. ‘‘I just can’t understand 
changes for changes sake.’’ She added that if architecture 
displeases one person, ‘‘the people of the parish shouldn’t 
have to pay’’ to change it. 


MANY OF those in attendance said that Holy Trinity 
is the last ‘‘Roman Catholic Church”’ in the diocese. One 
woman said her family left Our Lady of Grace Parish 
““because this church (Holy Trinity) reminded us of a 
Catholic Church we didn’t like the changes up 
there.”’ 


“‘T want to come to a church that’s a church,’”’ another 
parishioner added. ‘‘I’ll fight to the bitter end to keep this 
church the way it is.’’ Another woman said she was 
saddened because she ‘“‘lost everything I’ve grown up 
with . . . our church has to be a Roman Catholic Church, 
not an American Catholic Church.’’ 


“I want to stay at this real Catholic Church, honoring 
God on my knees,’’ said one parishioner, referring to 
taking Communion at the altar rail. ‘‘It should be this 
way so you can look up to God and he can look down on 


a” 


you. 


PETROZAK SAID that after watching England’s 
recent royal wedding on TV she wonders ‘‘why we can’t 
keep some of our tradition.”’ 


“‘We are human and we associate things with status,”’ 
said Petrozak. ‘‘All the riches belong to (God) and he 
deserves to have that decoration.”’ 


One person suggested that parishioners walk with 
pickets ‘like pro-lifers’’ in front of the bishop’s office to 
show opposition to changes in their church. Joe Jacoby, a 
member of Catholics United for the Faith — a conserv- 
ative Catholic organization whose goal, according to 
Jacoby, is to ‘“‘uphold the teachings of the Catholic 
Church,’’ — said that structural changes in churches 
across the country haven’t brought fallen away Catholics 
back. Instead, he said, studies have shown Mass atten- 
dance among professed Catholics is less than 50 percent. 


ALSO ATTENDING the meeting was Father Brian 
Corcoran, a priest from Ireland who is assigned to Holy 
Trinity and has filled in for the vacationing Msgr. Walsh, 
who returned from Ireland last week. 


What the interim pastor said wasn’t what the group 
wanted to hear, however. 


He first stated that the gathering was not a sanctioned 
parish meeting and that he did not give ‘‘support or 
credence’’ to it. He told the group that while so much was 
said during the hour-and-a-half meeting, so little was 
said. 


‘“THE CHURCH is a church of the people working 


_ together for the good of all,’’ said Father Corcoran. ‘‘If 


we lose sight of this we just become groups of people.’’ He 
said he was ‘‘delighted’’ to hear that Father Dunn was 
named pastor, calling him a man of wisdom and 
scholarship. 


“I know that under Steve Dunn the community of 
faith’’ will grow closer, said Father Corcoran. ‘We as 
priests are committed to that.’’ 


Concerning the changes, Father Corcoran said that 
“‘change isn’t up for question. . . Changes will be made 
with the involvement of the people.’’ Holy Trinity parish 
has about 1,600 registered families. 


FATHER CORCORAN said he could sense ‘‘a need 
(for parishioners) to be more informed’’ about the 
Eucharist and devotion to the Blessed Sacrament. ‘‘Our 
Holy Father, together with the bishops, have spoken 
clearly and written’’ since Vatican II about the purpose of 
changes in the church. 


Celebration of the Eucharist is the focal point of the 
Catholic Church, said Father Corcoran. ‘‘Anything that 
assists in our celebration the bishops would like to 
encourage.”’

ARCHITECTURAL ARGUMENT — Proposed changes 
at Holy Trinity Church, El Cajon, have spurred concern 


of Liturgy and Prayer, said that modifications in church 
architecture are in response to a 1978 document, 
“‘Environment and Art in Catholic Worship,’’ prepared 
by the U.S. bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy. 


THE DOCUMENT was a response to the Second 
Vatican Council’s call to “reexamine existing places of 
worship and to make informed decisions about their 
appropriateness,’’ it states. 


According to the document, the purpose of reservation 
of the Blessed Sacrament is to ‘‘bring Communion to the 
sick and to be the object of private devotion.”’ 


“This reservation should be designated in a space 
designed for individual devotion,’’ the document states. 
‘“‘A room or chapel specifically designed and separate 
from the major space is important so that no confusion 
can take place between the celebration of the Eucharist 
and reservation.”’ 


ALTHOUGH THE booklet does not state specifically 
that altar rails should be eliminated, Father Smith said 
that it is ‘‘very apparent’’ this was the bishops’ intent. 
“‘The old school wants to see it in black and white: ‘No 
rails,’ ’’ he said. 


Petrozak told the gathering that nowhere in the Code of 
Canon Law does it state architectural changes are 
necessary. ““They’re going to (make changes) no matter 
what canon law says,”’ she said. ‘‘The Catholic Church is 
going to throw it all away because we’re going to 
“ecumenicalize.’ ’’ 


Corcoran assured the group that they would have a voice 
in whatever changes would be made.

human behavior

NEW YORK (NC) — ‘‘Phil Donahue 
Examines the Human Animal’’ is a well- 
done five-part special hosted by the 
irrepressible Donahue airing Aug. 11-15, 
on NBC, 


The series examines why humans 
behave the way we do, asking the whys of 
love, sex, violence, child abuse and male- 
female encounters. In short, the entire 
spectrum of social and interpersonal 
relations are broached. A mighty feat, 
indeed, and the five hours are not nearly 
sufficient to cover all the bases. Donahue, 
however, in a more diplomatic posture 


“than usual, is able to present both popular 


and controversial viewpoints with the care 
and understatement required for such 
issues which so often attract irrational 
responses. 


THE FIRST part, ‘‘Love and Sex,’’ is 
a plea for education as a remedy for the 
widespread lack of understanding of the 
physical and spiritual coordinates of 
human sexuality. There are some candid 
conversations with an unwed teen-age 
mother, a couple married for 30 years and 
medical psychologist Dr. John Money 
who offers some important comments on 
how women are treated in our society. 


Donahue makes us aware of the 
damaging double standard which is at the 
heart of the moral dilemma so many of 
our youngsters face as they begin to 
mature — biological necessity vs. 
learning how to love. It is recommended 
that youngsters view the program with 
their parents. 
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“‘Nature and Nurture,’’ the second 
program, shows that our behavior results 
from the interaction of inbred (natural) 
and learned (nurtured) characteristics. 
How much does each contribute to a 
person’s makeup and how do different 


combinations influence the way a person . 


fulfills ambitions? 


THE THIRD program, ‘‘War and 
Violence,”’ is a call for understanding and 
mitigating the worldwide problem of 
aggressive behavior as manifested by 
individuals and nations. The 
neuropsychiatric basis for anti-social 
behavior is explored but the program 
espouses the view that, to paraphrase 
Donahue, we are endowed by our 
Creator to do much better than we are 
doing but it isn’t going to happen if we 
don’t get serious. 

‘Woman and Man,’’ the fourth 
program, tells us that the differences 
between men and women can _ be 
explained by biological and cultural 
factors we can now control and modify to 
raise human potential. 


The central image of the series depicted 
in the concluding program, ‘‘The 
Family,’’ concerns the tragedy of what 
has happened to family values and the 
pressures which have made family life in 
America a difficult proposition. One is 
hopeful that, like the other programs in 
the series, the final segment will jolt 
viewers into a re-examination of their 
traditional attitudes and toward choosing 
constructive approaches to the problems 
to which they are certainly not immune. 
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priest. The latter was Jesuit Father 
Terrance Sweeney, who consulted on 
*“The Thorn Birds’’ and who has a long 
line of his own TV production credits. 


“‘Each of us received scripts and was 
asked to comment, offer suggestions and 
make changes,’’ Father Sweeney 
explained. ‘‘We wanted to assure the 
accuracy in representing Bible stories.’’ 


ONE OF the priest’s suggestions was 
that the violence found in many Bible 
stories not be too graphic for a young 
audience. 


“In the story of David, I said we have 
to be sensitive to the issue of violence in 
children’s programming,’’ he recalled. 
‘“*The story of the stone hitting Goliath’s 
head and then the decapitation by David 
is visually violent. Children shouldn’t see 
a young boy holding up a giant’s head 
with the blood dripping down. I found 
them extremely receptive to the input I 
gave. They recognized the spiritual and 
theological sensitivities involved.”’ 


Johnson explained that Hanna-Barbera 
was constantly on the alert to avoid any 
possible criticism that they were 
trivializing the Bible. ‘‘We expected some 
of that,’’ he admitted. ‘‘But we’ve heard 
nothing but admiration because there’s 
nothing available for children about the 
Bible in the quality we produce. We’ve

been praised for doing something that 
needed to be done.”’ 


FATHER SWEENEY, who has 
viewed most of the first six videos, calls 
the final product ‘“‘very professional, 
interesting, exceptionally well-done. [ still 
have some cautions about the violence in 
some instances. But, overall, children and 
adults can watch them with great interest 
because of their visual artistry, the first- 
rate performances and the music, which is 
like a movie soundtrack. They are quite 
faithful to the Bible.”’ 


The priest feels that the tapes ‘‘make 
the stories relevant to a young audience. 
They take stories with many layers of 
meaning and make them understandable 
to children. Lots of children don’t go to 
Sunday school or their parents don’t take 
the time to read to them from the Bible.”’

AFTER CONSOLING the family of a 
boy who had been murdered and 
mutilated by another male inmate, Sister 
Brenner asked them to forgive the 
attacker. The oldest sister spoke for her 
family and ‘‘forgave the murderer in the 
name of Jesus.’’ 


The nun then went to the cell of the 
assassin she described as ‘‘mentally 
disturbed.”’ 


““ “Are you sorry for what you did?’ ”’ 
she asked him. 


‘*“ ‘GOD FORGIVE me,’ ” he 
responded. 


Sister Brenner said she kissed his hands 
and asked him to promise never again to 
hurt anyone. She gave him a blanket and 
later learned he ripped off the nylon trim 
and hanged himself. 


“Who could hate this boy?’’ she asked 
her audience. 


SISTER BRENNER said she once 
asked the prison commander not to 
punish several men who had raped a 
female inmate. 

Each rapist then asked the 
commander’s forgiveness. ‘‘I told them to 
ask forgiveness of God and the girl,’’ she 
said. 


Sister Brenner urged the youth to be 
merciful and forgiving in order to free 
themselves of anger and bitterness. 


FATHER EDWARD Kaicher, 
director of the Office of Youth and Young 
Adult Ministries, told the group that 
being Jesus’ light means having ‘‘his 
peaceful presence within us.’”’ 


Excitement and happiness come from a 
‘*24-hour love affair with Jesus Christ,”’ 
he said. ‘Temporal things can only give 
you a fix. When you’re up, you have to 
come down.’’ 


He said that prayer and repentance 
enable people to have a_ personal 
relationship with God. 


THE PRIEST said that the Holy 
Spirit, “‘the love of God, must be stirred 
up in quiet times with the Lord.’’ He 
compared this time for prayer with the 
periods lovers have alone to deepen their 
relationship. 


Father Kaicher described repentance as 
‘“‘asking forgiveness for not being aware 
of God’s presence at all times.’’ 


One obstacle to repentance is an 
unhealthy guilt ‘“‘that makes sin bigger 
than God’s power to forgive,’’ he said. 
This excessive guilt results from a ‘‘poor 
image of God and of ourselves. God is not 
a scorekeeper’’ monitoring the good and 
bad we do, he said. ‘‘If we repent, our 
past does not exist in the eyes of God.”’

SAN YSIDRO Five year-old 
Carlito Aparicio hugged his father for the 
first time in two and a half years. They 
were reunited at Border Patrol 
headquarters here July 25 after Susan 
Torres-Tacata, Catholic Community 
Services foster home director, drove the 
boy from a foster home in Bonita where 
he had lived two days. 


His 25-year-old father, Carlos 
Aparicio, was driven by a border patrol 
agent from Los Angeles. After learning of 
his son’s whereabouts from a friend, he 
identified himself and showed Carlito’s 
photo and birth certificate, said Alan 
Eliason, Border Patrol chief agent. 


CARLOS LEFT El! Salvador in 
February 1984 and had been working asa 
cook in Los Angeles. He told Eliason that 
his wife, Sandra, and Carlito left El 
Salvador together for Tijuana. 


However, when Eliason found Carlito 
at the bottom of a canyon with five other 
undocumented immigrants from Mexico 
and El Salvador July 23, his mother was 
not with him. ‘‘Alien smugglers often 
divide families before crossing the 
border,”’ the agent said. 


He and his mother probably flew to 
Mexico City, then to Tijuana, and 
crossed the border with a smuggler, 
Torres-Tacata said. At press time, his 
mother had not been located. 


“~“SHORTLY AFTER Carlito was 
reunited with his father, an agent drove 
the pair to Los Angeles where Carlos lives 
with friends. 


He has requested a_ deportation 
hearing, Eliason said. The final dis- 
position of the case can take a year. 
Immigration officials had promised that

Carlito’s parents would not be prosecuted 
if they came forward to claim their son. 


As for attempts to locate Sandra, the 
agent said, ‘‘We will continue to attempt 
to verify identities of separated families.” 


A FEW hours after Carlito was found, 
immigration officials turned him over to 
Torres-Tacata until his parents could be 
located. She placed him in the home of 
Julian and Ofelia Perez. 


Capturing media attention the 
following day apparently evoked mixed 
emotions in Carlito. ‘‘I became very 
famous,’’ he told his foster mother, but 
also expressed anger with all the cameras 
and questions. 


The child seemed comfortable in his 
temporary home, Torres-Tacata said. He 
told Perez he was waiting for Angela 
(Perez’ 8-year-old daughter) to come 
home so he could drink chocolate milk 
with her. However, bananas was the food 
he requested most frequently. 


CCS IS the only local agency under 
contract with the U.S. Marshall’s Office 
to provide foster care to undocumented 
minors, the director said. The program 
has been in operation since 1979. 


Presently five families in San Diego, 
Chula Vista and Bonita provide this care. 
Two more homes will be licensed soon, 
Torres-Tacata said, adding that her goal 


is to license 10 foster homes for 
immigrant minors separated from their 
families. The foster parents are 


reimbursed for their expenses by the U.S. 
Marshall’s Office. 


The director grants a home-finding 
agency license to qualifying families who 
apply. Renewal. of the license is contin- 
gent on annual evaluations by the 


California Department of Social Services, 
she said.

FOSTER HOMES are provided for 
boys up to age 12 and girls to age 16, who 
can remain as long as necessary, the 
director explained. The program’s 
youngest immigrant was six weeks old. 
Older boys and girls are sent to Casa San 
Juan, another facility contracted by the 


U.S. Marshall’s Office. 


CCS places about 100 juveniles in 
foster homes each year, the director said, 
adding that most now come from Central 
America. Their average stay is about 10 
days; some remain overnight, others for 
six months. 


About 5,000 juveniles have crossed the 
border this year, said Eliason.
